CAN YOU CANOE? 


Can you canoe? That's the big question for the next few 
weeks, as time approaches for our annual Canoe Races of 
the World. 

The Canoe Races of the World began as a regular and 
popular event during the summer of 1973. Since that early 
morning beginning, teams from all over Walt Disney World 
Company have vied for the top spot in each of three compet- 
ing categories: Women’s, Men's, and Mixed Teams. In 1975 a 
special format was designed to determine which of the win- 
ning teams was THE Canoe Champion of the World. 

Now during the final rounds of the Canoe Races of the 
World, each winning team is pitted against each other on a 
handicap time basis to determine the victors. Since the first 
Championship Race was held, the Men's Watercraft Team 
reigned as champs for 1975 and 1976, giving the title away to 
the Fort Wilderness Ladies in 1977. The tables turned in 1978 
and 1979 as the Facilities Mixed Team took the championship 
both years. But it’s up in the air for this year! 








First and second place trophies are awarded to the top two 
teams in each division. Individual trophies are presented to 
the divisional champion team members, as well. 

Practice sessions begin on Monday, July 7, with each team 
assigned to two morning practice sessions each week. Time 
trials will be held the third week with semifinals in the fourth 
week. The five best (fastest that is) teams in each division will 
be invited to the finals the week of August 4 through 8. Once 
the winning teams are determined they will compete against 
each other to find out who will be the Canoe Champion of the 
World. 

If you have a defending team or a newly created team to try 
for the 1980 title, come to our organizational meeting Thurs- 
day, June 26, and Wednesday, July 2, at 7 p.m. at the Cast 
Lounge in Cast Activities, second floor of the Center Building. 
Rosters and time arrangements will be discussed at the first 
meeting, with completed rosters and final practice times as- 
signed during the second meeting.

LOWER SPEED SAVES LIVES 


Vincent L. Tofany, president of the National Safety Council, has af- 
firmed that the highway death rate in the United States “has stabilized 
largely because of the 55 mph speed limit.” 

“Besides saving an estimated $8.5 billion in gasoline costs per 


year,” Tofany said, 


“traffic fatalities were also reduced by an estimated 


40,000 since the 55 mph speed limit went into effect, and many people 
who would have fallen victim to highway accidents were spared.” 
The 55-mile-per-hour speed limit was instituted in 1974 out of a na- 
tional emergency which called for the need to conserve energy due to 
the oil embargo by Arab oil-producing nations. 
“There are a number of reasons for the reduction of highway acci- 


dents,”

said the chief executive of the 67-year-old, privately funded 


“1. New technology in car building and highway construction, along 
with the Council's efforts to make people more safety conscious, have 
contributed significantly to a long-term downward trend in the death 


rate. 


"2. Research has shown that an accident involving a car going 75 
mph quadruples the chance of death over accidents occurring at 55 


mph. 


Tofany also noted that safety belts are still the greatest single safety 
feature next to an extremely careful driver that we have today. 
"Safety belts can provide a significant degree of protection in all cases 


of vehicle impact,” 


Tofany said, "and the National Safety Council con- 


tinues to urge all drivers and all passengers in motor vehicles to use 
safety belts at all times. Wearing your vehicle’s safety belts will enhance 
your chances of avoiding injury and death.”

There's one cast member that many of us are fortunate not 
to need to see on a regular basis, and that’s our Rehabilita- 
tion Specialist, Susan Hartleb. Now don’t get us wrong 
... you'd really enjoy Susan, but since she’s here to help 
provide necessary services to cast members who were in- 
jured on the job, we're sure you'll agree that none of us 
want to get into that situation! However, if you've ever 
experienced the trauma involved when you do have an 
accident, you're probably glad that Susan is part of our 
cast! 

A native of Long Beach, Long Island, N.Y., Susan 
received her Bachelor of Science degree in Nursing at a 
college in Erie, Pa. Upon graduation she moved to Cleve- 
land, Ohio, where she worked in the metabolic unit for a 
few months. Susan said she became genuinely interested in 
helping the community when she changed directions and 
became a visiting nurse in the inner city. 

Since she’s always “chasing beaches” as she puts it, 
Susan moved to Florida in 1972 to enjoy the sunshine and 
the sea (since Long Beach is a summer beach resort in New 
York, Susan said it was like going home, except that sum- 
mer never ends!). She originally settled in Tampa where 
she worked as a public health nurse. Susan told us that this 
was some of the most rewarding work she’s ever done. As a 
public health nurse, Susan worked with the rural com- 
munities doing a little of everything. In 1976, she joined 
the State of Florida Bureau of Workman's Compensation as 
the Rehabilitation Nurse Coordinator. In this role her 
caseload took her from Ft. Meyers to Tarpon Springs. 

When she heard about the new position of Rehabilitation 
Specialist opening at Walt Disney World she was eager to 
apply and has been a member of our cast since October of 
1978. In her role, Susan coordinates rehabilitation services 
for those who were industrially injured. She meets with the 
injured cast member at home to insure that they have all the 
necessary medical services they need. In this role, Susan 
has been able to help our cast members, something that she 
finds immensely rewarding. 

When Susan has free time, she still “runs away to the 
beach.” She also enjoys water sports and plans to take a 
course in scuba diving. 


When you take a great deal of pride in what you do, someone 
is bound to notice the excellent job you do. That's just what 
happened to Michael Molessa of the Top of the World last 
week ...a group from Revenue Accounting dropped by to 
personally thank him for the continuously meticulous job 
he has always performed! 
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Michael joined our Disney cast in December of 1971 
working as a houseman in the Banquet Department at the 
Contemporary Resort Hotel. After 21/2 years in Banquet 
setup, he transferred to the Top of the World as a cashier 
where he has been ever since! The group from Revenue 
Accounting had nothing but praise for Michael's work; it 
seems he almost never makes an error and if everything 
doesn’t seem to be adding up right, he’s on the phone to 
Revenue the next morning to find out what he did wrong! 
In honor of his continued efforts, they presented Michael 
with a plaque for being one of the best cashiers around. 

Michael told us his first taste of cashiering came when he 
was a small boy in Binghamton, N.Y. He'd help out a 
neighborhood grocer ringing up his sales. He was so small 
he had to stand on an empty box to reach the register! 

Michael left his hometown prior to World War II to join 
the Army. One of the places he was stationed was Pearl 
Harbor, and he happened to be there on December 7, 1941! 
After the war, Michael was discharged and he returned to 
Binghamton working in the Meat Department of a large 
grocery chain. When the Korean War broke out Michael 
rejoined the service ... but this time he picked the Navy! 
After that he spent the next 18 years delivering milk 
door-to-door in Binghamtom. As his routes got longer and 
the trucks got larger, Michael found himself in 12 minor 
accidents without ever receiving a scratch himself. Since 
he’s slightly superstitious, he didn’t want to find out what 
luck accident 13 would bring him! So he retired from the 
north and moved to Florida. 

Michael and his wife currently live in Kissimmee. In his 
spare time Michael enjoys tinkering with model railroads 
... he still has two Lionel sets from World War II!
